Choosing the proper lo- 
cation for your business 
could be the most impor- 
tant decision you make 
when first going into bu- 
siness, It takes a super 
salesman to sell sail- 
boats in the desert or to 
sell an icebox to an Eski- 
mo, If you use snap jud- 
gement and choose the 
wrong location, you could 
be faced with a similar 
problem. 

Once you have decided 
to start a business) or to 
relocate a business, seri- 
ous study and detailed plan- 
ning should be given to the 
location, A _ bad location 
could very well result in a 
business failure that should 
have been a financial bo- 
nanza. Before you dis- 
card this article, thinking 
that this type planning is 
for bit business, consider 
a few personal cases that 
you may have witnessed, 
At the time, you probably 
credited the situation to 
fate or even ignorance(i.e. 
the service station on a 
dead-end street because 
of a new freeway, the new 
store with a small parking 
lot because the city widen- 
ed the street, or the ser- 
vice station on the access 


road with no apparent ac-" 


cess), These examples 
deal with the problem of 


transportation access, You 
can imagine some equally 
fatal problems dealing with 
social class, geographic 
location, etc, 

A business exists and 
prospers because it fulfills 
some present or future 
need in a neighborhood, 
city, state or country, Does 
your business fulfill a 
need? If your business does 
not fulfill a need, then look 
elsewhere, This is not 
meant to imply that selec- 
tion of a business location 
for personal reasons 
means certain failure, But 
it is considered risky. You 
should evaluate your loca- 
tion in light of potential 
market and operating cost 
and compare it to several 
other alternate locations, 
Some advantages that could 
be realized from a personal 
location are; (1) friends and 
acquaintances (customers) 
(2) available capital (frie- 
nds in the bank), (3) adver- 
tising (word of mouth) (4) 
established reputation (5) 
marketing knowledge, 

In selecting a location 
there are certain factors 
that anentrepreneur should 
know and use, He should 
know the community buy~ 
ing habits. It is a good 
idea to write to ‘Bureau 
of Labor Statistics of the 
United States Department 
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of Labor, Agriculture Re- 
search Service, U. S, De- 
partment of Agriculture’ 
and request date on con- 
sumer buying habits. It 
may influence your deci- 
sion of location of business, 
type of business and ini- 
tial investment, With this 
data, you can determine 
if the selected community 
can support your business, 
After you have decided that 
the selected community can 
support your business, then 
conduct a personal survey 
to determine if the people 
will use your business once 
it is built, 

There are numerous oth- 
er factors which should be 
taken into consideration, 
If you selected a single in- 
dustry town which is sub- 
jected to extended labor 
negotiations, then prolon- 
ged credit to your custo- 
mer will become a neces~ 
sity. Other variations of 
this problem can have equal 
impact, such as seasonal 
income (farming), monthly 
or weekly payroll frequen- 
cy, and shopping habits (ru- 
ral vs. city), You will 
have to consider these fac- 
tors in making your selec- 
tion of a location and ad- 
just your plans te survive 
the worst, 

If you decide to build at 
a downtown location of a 
large city you have a diff- 
erent set of problems, 
First you need to be sure 
that the community has not 
transferred its buying pow- 
er to outlying shopping cen- 
ters, Theninvestigate such 
things as parking facili- 
ties, transit strikes, traf- 


fic restrictions, and fu- 
ture city plans for that 
and adjoining locations, 


Easy access by the custo- 
mer is desirable, It would 
be undesirable to locate 
a tuxedo rental business in 
the low income district or 
a second - hand clothing 
store in the white collar 
district. Serious evalua- 
tion should be made of tax- 
es, local ordinances, lease 
agreement, expansion ca- 
pability, and loca: light of 
your own needs before ma- 
king a final decision, 

Only a few of the fac- 
tors that may influence lo- 
cation selection have been 
mentioned above, There 
are many, many more, and 
their applications to spe- 
cific businesses have vary- 
ing influences, A book to 
read on this subject is 
**How to Organize and Op- 
erate a Small Business’, 
published by Prentice-Hall 
Inc, The Small Business 
Administration can also 
provide guidance in this 
area,

QUESTION: Could the lack 
of adequate controls on in- 
terest rates cause people 
to be supicious of Presi- 
dent Nixon’ s economic pro- 
gram? 

SPARKMAN: A strong ci- 
tizen conviction of the fair- 
ness of government con- 
trols is absolutely essen- 
tial to the success of the 
President’s plan, If wages 
are held down while pro- 
fits of those who deal in 
the money market are not 
equally treated the pro- 
gram can lose its credi- 
bility, Since early 1966, 
interest rates have risen 
higher and higher, running 
50 percent and for some 
loans, 100 percent high- 
er than the pre-1966 le- 
vels, Interest rates are 
coming down and I hope 
there are further reduc- 


‘tions, 


QUESTION: The Con- 
gress has established a 
national urban growth po- 
licy. Just what does this 
policy call for? 

SPARKMAN; Title VII of 
the Housing Act of 1971 es- 
tablished an all - encom- 
passing new community de- 
velopment program under 
which the Federal govern- 
ment will underwrite the 
development of new com- 
munities -- will support 
three types of new com- 
munities--satellite cities, 
free - standing, self-con- 
tained new cities far re- 
moved from existing cit- 
ies, and new towns-in- 
town, The last may turn 
out to be the most popu- 
lar. as a way of rebuild- 
ing vast areas of existing 
cities. The new concepts 
involve changes in the ty- 
pical state laws relevant

School Lunch Program 
Must Not Be Hindered 


I am pleased that the 
Administration has finally 
decided to accept the scho- 
ol lunch program as ap- 
proved by Congress, and 
for my report this week I 
want to discuss a contro- 
versy which had threaten- 
ed the health and well- 
being of millions of school 
children in Alabama and 
the Nation, 

Although Congress had 
already approved appro- 
priations to provide warm, 
nutritious meals for anes- 
timated 8 million needy 
boys and girls this school 


year, the Department of 
Agriculture reduced the 
Federal contribution to 


such an extent that schools 
throughout the Nation were 
handicapped in continuing 
the lunch program, 

Just this past June, I 
presided over hearings of 
a Subcommittee of the Se- 
nate Agriculture Commit- 
tee where we proposed a 
bill to keep funds flowing 
for the school lunch pro- 
gram, This bill was ap-

proved in almost record 
time by the full commit- 
tee and by the Senate, 

School officials through- 
out the Nation were assur- 
ed by Congress that funds 
were available for an ex- 
panded 1971-72 school 
lunch program, and they 
had added assurance from 
the President who declared 
that every needy school 
child schould be and would 
be receiving a free or re- 
duced-price meal. 

But the Department of 
Agriculture on August 13, 
just two and a half weeks 
before the opening of school 
broke the news thatinstead 
of supporting an expanded 
lunch program, it was in 
fact going to cut the amount 
of money it would pay for 
each served from 42 to 35 
cents, . 

In Alabama during the 
last school year more than 
550,000 boys and girls in 
almost 1400 schools were 
served lunches under the 
school lunch program, and 
more than 250,000 of these 


youngsters were under the 
special free or reduced 
price lunch program, 
There were more than 35 
million lunches served un- 
der our Alabama program 
last year, and, because of 
the increased appropria- 
tions ordered by Congress, 
Alabama _ school officials 
had made plans to increase 
the number of lunches to 
40 million, But the action 
by Federal bureaucrats 
meant that instead of re- 
ceiving an increase, Ala- 
bama’s school lunch pro- 
gram this year would be 
decreased and the various 
school systems in the State 
of Alabama stand to lose 
$5,250,000 as compared to 
last year, 

Earlier this month I co- 
sponsored an emergency 
joint resolution that, in ef- 
fect, ordered the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to 
make use of the funds which 
Congress had provided, 
This unprecedented joint 
resolution passed the Se- 
nate by a vote of 75-5 and 
the House by a 353 to 0 


vote, 
As 4 result of this strong 
congressional action, tne 


Agriculture  Depart- 
ment and the Administra- 
tion have now agreed to 
meet the Federal Govern- 
ment’s commitmentto st{p- 
port the school lunch pro- 
gram, 

The United States spends 
hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars each year to provide 
food for hungry boys and 
girls and men and women 
throughout the world, Are 
we to believe, then, that 
we cannot afford to take 
care of our ownundernour- 
ished children? 

I do not want any child 
in the world to go hungry, 
But, at the same time, I 
feel, that we have a duty to 
make certain that our own 
children, in Alabama and 
elsewhere in the United 
States, have ample lunches 
and breakfasts or whatey- 
er food is required so that 
every child will be pro- 
perly nourished and will 
not go hungry when he ii#in 
school,
